Other Decoration: The decoration of artt. 1-4 consists of heightening of the majuscules in yellow; blue or red paragraph 
marks. In art. 3 the chapters normally open with a 2-line (rarely 3-line) flourished initial with penwork extensions in the 
left margin or in the intercolumnar space, alternately red with purple or blue penwork and blue with red penwork; the 
first lemma of each letter opens with a 3- or 4-line flourished initial filled with foliage and with more developed marginal 
extensions. The text opens on f. 5v with a 5-line dentelle initial with green and blue background heightened with gold 
and white, followed by 5 lines of text mostly in majuscules. The decoration of art. 7 is similar to that of art. 3 but less 
carefully executed.
